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EDITORIAL PARAGRAPHS. 


FixanciaL. — The receipts in donations for the first three months of the current year 
amounted to $10,674.73, — a falling-off from last year of $3,597.16, and a gain over the 
year before of $926.04. The larger receipts of the first three months of last year are 
partly accounted for by the fact that a few donations which were intended to app'y on 
the reduction of the debt reached the treasury too late to be inserted in the account of 
1879-80. 


Tue Expenpirures of the current year, according to the /owest estimate of the 
Finance Committee of the Union, will amount to $325,000. This will make necessary 
an increase of twelve per cent over the total receipts of last year; and the Commit- 
tee say in their report, “If any great advance is made in our missionary work during 
the present year, the churches must add twenty per cent at least to their missionary 
offerings.” These words receive just now a very practical illustration. We learn that 
the very interesting work in Lorca, Spain, described by brother Benoliel in the February 
Macazing, is to be taken up by others. The interest was started by a poor working- 
man, a member of our church in Alcoy, but could not be carried forward for lack of 
means, and so falls into the hands of those who are all ready to go on with the work. 


THE FINANCE ComMITTEE also say in their report, “ At least one-third of the annual 
receipts of the Union are paid into its treasury during the last month of the year; and 
in view of this fact we earnestly urge upon the pastors and churches the wisdom and 
necessity of taking collections for the Missionary Union earlier in the year.” It will be 
seen from what has been said above, that our receipts thus far are only about what might 
have been expected from the experience of preceding years. Who is acting upon the 
recommendation of the Finance Committee ? 


Tue Woman’s Baprist Missionary Society (Boston) reports 975 circles, with at least 
25,000 contributors, and 321 mission bands with about 5,000 members ; and the total 
receipts of the Society for the year amounted to $50,010.91, — a gain in donations of 
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$3,788.14. The receipts of the Woman’s Baptist Missionary Society of the West (Chi- 
cago) amounted to $21,534.04,—an increase for the year of $2,147.93. The leading 
facts in the reports of both societies have no doubt been before our readers for some 
time ; but the above figures are mentioned as showing what can be done by system and 
perseverance in the collection of small amounts from many contributors. The tabulated 
statement of the yearly receipts of the Boston Society in the ten years since its organi- 
zation shows an average increase of $4,537.59 per year. 


NEws FROM MIssionariEs. — Rev. R. R. Williams, Principal of Brownson Theological 
Seminary, Ramapatam, India, arrived at New York May 15.— Rev. A. T. Rose, with Mrs. 
Rose and their youngest daughter, reached New York on their return from Burmah, May 
22, in the “ City of Berlin,” with improved health.— The widow of Rev. S. S. Day, the 
founder of our Telugu mission, died in Homer, N.Y., May 19.— Mr. Oliver T. Cutter, 
formerly in charge of the Press of the Missionary Union in Assam, died in London 
in April last. — Mrs. Dean of Bangkok arrived here July 4, being compelled to seek 
this country for her health. 


SIAMESE Karens.— It has long been believed by many of our missionaries that 
Karens were numerous in the northern part of Siam ; but up to this time various tours of 
exploration have failed to verify the reports of large and numerous Karen villages in Siam 
east and north-east from Maulmain. We have now received through Dr. Vinton the 
report of three Karen preachers, sent by the Burman Baptist Missionary Convention to 
that region. They penetrated the country to a considerable distance beyond Zimme, 
and report that they found large numbers of Sgau Karens who readily listened to the 
gospel, and appeared to receive it. The Convention will make further investigations 
during the coming dry season, and we await with interest the result of the inquiries. 


_ Givinc Way. — It is said that a colony of Jews in a Chinese city, who had held 
firmly to their own religion several hundred years, are now yielding to the influences 
about them, and becoming Pagans. It is also reported that the Karens of Lower Burmah 
are at last becoming Buddhists in large numbers. While this latter fact should stimulate 
us to more earnest efforts for the conversion of the Karens to the true religion, such 
instances may also encourage us in our work to overthrow the old established religions 
of heathendom ; for they in time shall give way before the assaults of the truth. 


REFERENCES have been made in the press to the attempts of the civil authorities in 
Calcutta to check the preaching by the missionaries in the streets of the city. We are 
happy to say that intelligence has just been received that the case against the missionaries 
has been dismissed by the court, which decided that the authorities had acted beyond 
their powers. 


BraHMo Somaj.— While Christians have been congratulating themselves on the 
influence which this movement would exert in favor of Christianity, the Hindus have 
taken consolation in the fact that it would prevent many from becoming Christians out- 
right. Recent developments show that they have more reason to approve the Somaj 
than we. The Christians at home, and even many of the missionaries on the field, are 
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long in learning that there is no half-way ground between Christianity and Paganism. 
The words of Christ are unchangeably true, and he that is not openly and avowedly on 
the side of Christ must always be counted as against him. 


In the Macazine for May, in noticing an article on “ Self-Support in Foreign 
Missions,” it was stated, that, so far as appeared from that article, our Bassein mission was 
the only case of a people converted from heathenism sending out foreign missionaries 
from their own number. “The Missionary Herald” states that several natives of the 
Sandwich Islands and of Ponape are now laboring on other islands in the Pacific, and 
also that the converted Armenians in Eastern Turkey have adopted Kurdistan as their 
foreign missionary field. Such instances as these present the most hopeful feature in 
missions. The natural increase of missionary effort in the few countries called Christian 
is limited ; but, when those formerly heathen begin to work for others, who shall venture 
to limit the advance of Christianity ? 


THE increasing number of missionary books which are sent out by different publishers 
is a sure testimony to the growing demand for such literature. We have now received 
from D. Lothrop & Co. a book of short missionary stories by “ Pansy,” entitled “ Mrs. 
Harper’s Awakening.” The stories are written in Mrs. Alden’s usually interesting style, 
and set out with vigor and point the general indifference to.missionary work among the 
Christians at home, and the results which may be expected to flow from it. The book 


is interesting, and ought to be very useful in stirring up more active, effort for foreign 


missions. 

The Women’s Baptist Missionary Society of the West have issued a sketch of the life 
of Mrs. Deborah B. Lapham Wade, which forms No. 1 of a biographical series, of which 
other numbers are to follow. This sketch of Mrs. Wade should be read by all inter- 
ested in the history of our mission work, and may be obtained from Mrs. F. A. Smith, 
71 Randolph Street, Chicago, or upon application to the Missionary Rooms, Boston.

AMONG PWO KAREN CHURCHES.

WE START down the Bassein River, one 
p.M., in our boat. The company consists of 
the missionary-in-charge, his wife, cook, Pwo 
preacher, and two Burman oarsmen. The 
preacher and cook take turns steering, and, 
when not on duty, are generally asleep. The 
oarsmen are to row the whole of a favoring 
tide, and a little more at both ends, if neces- 
sary. The missionary spends the hours of 
travel in study, writing, reading, and over- 
sight of crew ; and his wife sews, knits, writes, 
reads, and directs the culinary department. 

AT FIVE P.M. we reach the river up which 
we are to go. As we are ahead of the tide, 
we merely enter. Dinner is, served, the tide 
still running down. But we have a long jour- 
ney before us, and must make the most of our 
time: so we push on. At nine P.M., after wor- 
ship in Karen, we retire, and leave the men to 
make the most of the tide, which will favor us 
till after midnight. All the next day and night 
is spent in the boat, a large canoe. Our room 
is about six by nine feet, four and one-half feet 
high. The following morning we awake, to 
find ourselves in a small creek, nearing 

ENnG-MAH. — This is one of our chief vil- 
lages. A number of friends come down to 
escort us, and carry up our things. My wife 
and I take a few of the more precious articles, 
and walk on. Our progress is slow over the 
rough, hard clods, and deep, wide cracks run- 
ning in every direction. The long, tangled 
rice-stubble is also a hinderance. We finally 
reach the cluster of houses, and pass on to 
the centre, where stands the chapel. One 
corner of it is assigned us. A pile of oiled 
shingles is to be our sideboard, bureau, and 
wash-stand. Our apartment is soon curtained 
off, the Christians doing all they can for our 
comfort. We breakfast from the platform- 
table, or pulpit. The natives crowd around, 
at a respectful distance, making audible obser- 
vations. Family worshipin English follows ; 
then a sermon in Karen. In the afternoon 
a women’s and children’s meeting is held. In 
the evening a prayer-meeting, succeeded by 
social converse, closed with devotions. 

After visiting this people, one bright morn- 
ing we start on foot for a distant village, the

Karens carrying some baggage. When the 
sun shines warm, it is deemed best to carry 
Mrs. Elwell: so an open palanquin is im- 
provised, and she is borne on the shoulders of 
the people. Half way we stop at a small ham- 
let to rest. The heathen gather about, and we 
preach unto them Jesus. My wife discovers 
one woman to be a backslider; but she prom- 
ises to think of returning to the faith. We 
push on to 

DovuK-GEE. — We arrive about nine A.M. 
There is no chapel in this town: so quarters 
are assigned us in the pastor’s house. After 
bathing, breakfast, and family worship, church- 
members visit us; also heathen. Women’s 
and children’s meetings are held. In the cool 
of the day we call on families, and there is 
preaching in the evening. Early next morn- 
ing, Mrs. Elwell, and most of the company, 
return to visit a heathen village beyond Eng- 
mah. The people there are friendly to the 
gospel. Meetings will be held for women and 
children, and a native missionary will preach. 
I, with a native escort, proceed to 

CLONG-QUE. — We arrive about nine A.M., 
and stop at the young pastor’s residence. 
Number of people come up; and, after a soli- 
tary breakfast, visiting begins in earnest. This 
village is really two, with half a mile of jungle 
between. From the other part, in the noon- 
day heat, comes the old pastor. He is over 
seventy, and nearly blind; tall, erect, with 
elastic tread, and very companionable. He is 
full of zeal for souls; tells his history and 
hopes. In the middle of the afternoon visitors 
are few: so I improve the time by reading the 
New Testament in the vernacular. After 
dinner I walk to the other village, and call on 
several families, and return for evening meet- 
ing. Next morning early, start on foot, and 
reach Da-ga River; and in a canoe the breth- 
ren paddle up to 

AH-TAH-YOU. — We arrive about ten A.M. 
Quarters are assigned on the end of a small 
bamboo veranda. Clothing is hung up to ex- 
clude the sun. Breakfast is eaten from a 
board, against which the knees must rest, and 
over which the body must bend. A napkin is 
a necessity. When it is spread on the lap, 
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the natives, looking on, call it “‘a white shan.” 
Shan is the name of their lower garment. 
The disciples are mostly absent at work; but 
all in the place are seen. After an early din- 
ner. we part. The pastor hands me seven 
rupees,— about three dollars,—which his 
people have contributed toward the work. A 
canoe-ride down the river brings us to the 
next landing-place about sunset; and a walk 
northward, continued some time after night- 
fall, brings us to 

GON-MENG. — We find the ex-pastor at the 
extreme of the village. But all have retired. 
They are soon out, and my sleeping-apart- 
ment is curtained off on the veranda. After a 
brief visit all retire. The next morning a 
meeting is held in the chapel, some calls are 
made, breakfast eaten, and, by force of cir- 
cumstances, a return journey begun. A warm 
walk, a warm ride in a Burman boat, a late 
afternoon walk, and we are dining at Clong- 
que by sundown, and I hold a meeting in the 
evening. The next morning a walk across 
the country brings us again to 

ENG-MAH by nine A.M. My wife has just 
arrived from the opposite direction. A joyfu, 
meeting, a home-like breakfast, family wor- 
ship, and comparing of notes. It is Saturday 
noon, and the mail arrives! There is a wo- 
man’s meeting in the afternoon for my wife. 
Business of various kinds for myself. Cov- 
enant-meeting in the evening, and also exami- 
nation of candidates for baptism. Two are 
advised to wait, and eight are received.

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On the Sabbath there is an early prayer- 
meeting ; then religious visits, and after that 
morning preaching; in the afternoon, a bap- 
tism, followed by the Lord’s Supper; and, in 
the evening, a prayer-meeting. 

On Monday we pack up, and send our lug- 
gage to the boat. As soon as tide favors, we 
move on to similar yet different scenes. 
Thus we go over our district, caring for the 
flock, and seeking the sheep that go astray. 
Every week is not alike. Sometimes we are 
a whole week among the heathen, or we may 
be a week in a Christian village, working from 
it as a centre in all directions; spending a 
day, or part of a day, in one heathen village, 
and as much in another. 

The Pwo Karens generally live off from 
the main rivers, — sometimes on the bank or 


‘both banks of a creek; at other times in the 


midst of a plain. Again we find three or four 
houses in a cluster on one side of a plain, and 
farther on another cluster, and so on around 
the plain, —a line of pickets, as it were, guard- 
ing their land. On these plains they raise pad- 
dy; i.e., rice. The Pwos are an agricultural 
people, love their jungle homes, and are very 
hospitable. They have a hard lot, working 
in rain and mud and sun, often oppressed 
and wronged by other races. Yet they say, 
“You never saw a Pwo beggar, or a Pwo 
coolie.” They are a rising people. Pray for 
them.

THE BAPTISTS IN FRANCE. 


BY F. CLATWORTHY. 


Ir was in 1835 that the First Baptist 
Church in France was organized in Paris. It 
long struggled with persecution and poverty. 
Pastor Lepoids was thrown into prison in 
1846, and remained there until the breaking 
out of the Revolution of 1848, when a larger 
religious liberty was granted. Other small 
churches had been established in the prov- 
inces; but, during the dark days preceding 
the Revolution mentioned, our MIsSIONARY 
MAGAZINE published only blanks for the 
names of these churches and their pastors, so 


that the Jesuits and others might not use the 
MAGAZINE for the purpose of detection. 

The year 1850 witnessed the re-organization 
of the Paris Church. They continued to 
worship in inconvenient, and, much of the 
time, out-of-the-way, quarters until 1873, when 
their present beautiful chapel was dedicated. 
Ten years before, an English lady visiting 
Paris was greatly distressed at the dismal little 
room in which the Baptists were then wor- 
shipping. She invited to the Hotel Wagram 
a few friends for consultation. At once a 
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subscription toward a fund for building was 
resolved upon, and a good beginning made. 
It was continued afterward in England, 
where Pastor Dez personally urged it. About 
£1,450 was secured; but, this being inade- 
quate even for the purchase of a site, the 
money lay at the bankers until 1871, when 
our Missionary Union supplemented it with 
£2,000 more. 

In the Rue de Lille the wicked communists 
had cleared a freehold plot of ground by fire. 
As a consequence it was brought into the 
market, and happily purchased for the Bap- 
tists. No better site could have been secured. 
It is just across the Seine from the Tuileries 
Palace, and is splendidly central for all the 
operations of the church. The building here 
erected has a handsome, yet, for Paris, quite 
unpretending Gothic stone front. The inte- 
rior is conveniently arranged. The platform 
is in two tiers, as at the Metropolitan Taber- 
nacle in London. Before it and about it are 
seats for seven hundred people. Besides the 
audience-room, there are two vestries, class- 
room, reception-room, etc., for the use of the 
church. There are also four convenient suites 
of rooms and two storerooms for rent, besides 
a dwelling for the concierge. All these are 
placed on a plat of ground one hundred and 
fifteen by forty-five feet. We call it a triumph 
of architectural cleverness. There is still, if 
I mistake not, some debt upon the property: 
but the rentals help to pay the interest; and, 
when the debt is cleared, these will consti- 
tute a valuable income for the purposes of 
the mission. 

Besides the chapel, there are two halls 
where preaching is regularly had, and both 
are supported by the Paris Church. One is 
at Charenton, and the other at Plaisance. 
There are still other stations where “confer- 
ences ” are held, and with the best results. In- 
deed, these conferences (meetings for preach- 
ing and other services, including informal 
conversations with the people) are thought by 
Pastor Andru, and the other pastors as well, 
to be the most important part of the work in 
Paris. At the entranée to the conference- 
rooms some one stands during service with 
printed cards, on which is printed something 
like this: “Some friends desire to speak to 
you of the love of Jesus Christ.” These 
cards are handed to passers-by. Thus atten- 
tion is drawn to the service, and an invitation 
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extended at the same time. Scores of strangers 
are attracted every Sabbath, and not a few be- 
come permanently interested. 

The Baptists in France have doubled in ten 
years. Within that time the church at Mont- 
beilard has grown from nine to one hundred , 
members. Everywhere, as the Baptists be- 
come better known, they are more highly 
regarded, especially among the common peo- 
ple. Their tenets are accepted as scriptural 
by many identified with other churches. Dr. 
Mitchell writes, that, “among evangelical ' 
Christians of other names, there is a wide- 
spread tendency to embrace our views of 
baptism in whole or in part;” and that he is 
“daily receiving new evidence of this from 
the lips of men who are honored as leaders in 
the national and free churches.” 

Both from Paris and from our churches in 
the provinces the cry is for means to occupy 
and reap in fields that are ripe for the harvest. 
On every side the work is restricted for want 
of money to open new preaching stations. 
Indeed, there is not enough properly to sup- 
port those already opened and in successful 
operation. But perhaps the most urgent need 
just now for the permanent establishment and 
enlargement of Baptist interests is a well- 
equipped and liberally supported theological 
seminary. As might be expected, few con- 
verts are received who are capable of teach- 
ing others without being much taught them- 
selves. It is gratifying to know that a 
training-school has already been opened in 
Paris, and is under the efficient management 
of Pastors Andru and Dez, both Frenchmen 
of large intelligence, and Dr. E. C. Mitchell, 
formerly of Chicago. It is now in its: second 
year; and a number of young men of great 
worth and promise are pursuing a course of 
study, and will soon go to the churches. 

The seminary is supported by voluntary 
contributions, almost wholly from English 
and American Baptists. There now lies be- 
fore me a circular, issued in England over 
the signatures of Drs. Angus and Todd, and 
warmly commending the seminary to the 
brethren on that side the water. It is a work 
in the right direction; and its hearty indorse- 
ment and encouragement by our Missionary 
Union, though funds from its treasury cannot 
be appropriated to it, is another evidence of 
the great wisdom with which all our mis- 
sionary operations are conducted. 
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From all the study which I have been able 
to bestow upon the subject, and from a little 
personal observation of Baptist interests in 
France, I most earnestly commend them to 
the prayers and contributions of our churches. 
The resolve of the Woman’s Society to assume 
the support of four French female laborers, 
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who have already now marked success in 
their work for Christ, and have received the 
unqualified approbation of the French Church, 
is worthy of all praise, and will, I believe, be 
honored by the numerous “circles” in in- 
creased contributions to the Society’s treas- 
ury.— Fournal and Messenger.

THE OTHER SIDE.— We have sent you 
bright pictures of our work. We have also 
sombre ones; but these last, we are glad to 
say, are fewer than the former. We have just 
been having a severe case of discipline. 

A Grievous WoLF.— The branch of the 
church at Tang O numbers some forty disci- 
ples. There have been one or two evil-doers 
among them. Paul said, “ After my departure 
shall grievous wolves enter among you.” At 
Tang O a grievous wolf has turned up. His 
name is Ngwan Tan. Once he was employed 
as an assistant, but became petulant about his 
work, and resigned. His resignation was ac- 
cepted at once, much to his disappointment. 
He sought again to be restored ; but, not suc- 
ceeding, he went abroad to Anam, and was 
gone for a couple of years. On returning, a 
spirit of mischief possessed him, and the 
church has had no peace since. He soon had 
several of the members at loggerheads with 
each other. Disputes of various kinds arose, 
and the church was soon in a sad state of 
division. Ngwan Tan was criticising and 
fault-finding and fomenting trouble on all sides. 
He was marvellously like some men I have 
heard of in churches at home. At length 
things came to a crisis by a personal assault 
upon one of the members by Ngwan Tan and 
a confederate. The two assailants were at 
once suspended from church privileges. 

Ngwan Tan sought to rally round him a 
band of adherents. He succeeded in getting 
nine to follow him. So they refused to attend 
the church on the Sabbath. They kept up an 
appearance of a meeting in one of their own 
houses for a few Sundays. After that they 
commenced coquetting with the Roman 
Catholics. 

AcTION NECESSARY.— When our preach-

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ers and members were assembled at our com- 
munion, the case was laid before them, and 
their duty was pointed out. It was not easy 
to get them to exercise discipline in this case. 
Some were afraid of Ngwan Tan and his fol- 
lowers taking revenge. Some thought it a sad 
thing to have to lose nine members by excis- 
ion at once; some wanted to put off dealing 
with the case for three months longer, and, 
meanwhile, entreat Ngwan Tan to return. To 
all this we said, “ No.” It was proper for the 
Church of Christ to discipline offenders, and 
not for offenders to discipline the Church. It 
is a sad thing to have nine dead persons in a 
family ; but, if there be nine dead, then nine 
must be buried, even though a large funeral 
be the result. Lepers must be put out of the 
camp, lest they defile others. So we had a 
long conference on the subject. The Scrip- 
ture rules were pointed out and explained. 

At length they came up manfully to the 
work: two of the preachers went down to 
them as a deputation. Their principal errand 
was, first of all to assemble the faithful mem- 
bers not concerned in the secession, and inter- 
rogate them individually as to their position. 
Various minor difficulties were adjusted, and 
arrangements were made for their regular 
Sunday service. This being done, the mal- 
contents were interrogated as to their grie,- 
ances, and what were their intentions about 
coming to church. Tangible grievances they 
did not adduce, but only declared their purpose 
not to attend the meetings of the church. 
Five of them were outspoken and impudent 
in their assertion of this. Four of them 
spoke with obvious reluctance, and were mani- 
festly moved by fear of Ngwan Tan. 

THE DECISION. — The deputation then re- 
turned, and laid the matter before the whole 
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church, of which these brethren form one 
branch. Their case was discussed with ful- 
ness, and a vote was taken with entire unani- 
mity. Five were excluded: of course Ngwan 
Tan was among them. We hope to see him 
no more. He is one of that class of men 
who seem never able to travel to heaven 
peaceably with anybody else. The other four 
were suspended from communion, in the hope 
that they would see their error, and break loose 
from the mischief-maker. On Sabbath day, at 
communion, the church had a proof of the 
wisdom of prompt and vigorous discipline. 
One of the five persons excluded rose up be- 
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fore the church, confessed he had been led 
astray, and promised amendment. The breth- 
ren assured him, that, as soon as he afforded 
satisfactory proof that he was no longer fol- 
lowing Ngwan Tan, he should be restored. 

So the case stands at present. We hope 
that God’s blessing will now rest upon them, 
and that a day of new prosperity will begin. 
You see we are working among a very imper- 
fect people. Our labors and anxieties _ for 
their salvation are not ended when they are 
received into the church: in reality they are 
but barely begun.

LETTER FROM Rev, E, O, STEVENS. 


Prome, April 19, 188r. 

To THayet-Myo.—On Tuesday, the 18th of 
January, Mrs. Stevens and I took passage on board 
the steamer “ Irrawaddy ” for a week’s visit in Tha- 
yet-Myo. There we sought not only to “strengthen 
the things that remain,” but also to urge upon 
Buddhists to accept the proffered salvation. Oo 
Moung and one of the Bible-women went with us. 
We returned the following Monday afternoon. 
Thus the Thayet-Myo mission-house was left with- 
out any one to occupy it, until the middle of last 
month, when Ko Soot-hpyoo went back thither as 
the missionary of the Burman Association. 

THE ENLARGEMENT of our mission compound 
there, for which I applied on the morning of the day 
we came back, has been granted as I learn from an 
official notification from the Deputy Commissioner 
of Thayet, signed on the 2oth ult. 

FULLY PERSUADED. — During the last quarter 
Ko Yan-gen, the Prome pastor, has baptized three 
Burmans, —two women and one man. These three 
had long been “almost persuaded,” without being 
able fully to commit themselves to the side of the 
truth. Now that they have taken a stand for Christ, 
we have reason to hope that they will be a real 
addition to the strength of the company of believers 
in this city. 

More Baptisms. — Sabbath morning, March 20, 
I had the privilege of baptizing three Burmans at 
Myo-doung, a village about thirty miles east of 
Prome. Two of the candidates were a man and 
his wife, living at Myo-doung; the third was. Ma 
Kho, the wife of a Christian living at Yuaboo, a 


village a little farther east. These two have the 
distinction of being the first Burman women to 
receive the ordinance in the whole Myo-doung 
township. 

INQUIRERS. — Never have I had a better hearing 
for the gospel message from the silk-growers dwell- 
ing east of Prome than on this trip. Inquirers 
came to listen from villages two and three miles 
away. That it was not mere idle curiosity which 
drew them together, seems evident from the fact 
that they did not disperse as soon as the baptism 
was over, but staid by, seeking first from one and 
then from another to know the arguments in favor 
of the Christian religion. 

A Conspiracy.—I ought not to close without 
making mention of a conspiracy to murder all the 
English officials on Saturday, the 12th. If the plot 
had not been discovered in time to apprehend the 
ringleaders, it might have proved to be a very 
sgrious affair. The plan was to have the uprising 
take place in Shway-doung, at the great annual 
festival, when thousands from all parts of the 
country were assembled to worship the Shway-nat- 
toung pagoda. If the conspirators had been suc- 
cessful in carrying out their schemes, the American 
missionaries and the native Christians would prob- 
ably have shared the same fate with the Europeans. 
But “the Lord omnipotent reigneth,” and his people 
and his cause are precious in his sight. 


LETTER FROM Rev. F. H. Evetetu. 


Touncoo, May 19, 188r. 

A VALUABLE ADDITION. — Our little Burman 
Church has recently received a valuable addition. 
The extra assistant commissioner of Toungoo, a 
Burman of no ordinary endowments, was welcomed 
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to our ranks two weeks ago. He was baptized in 
Maulmain while a youth in the mission school 
there, and was afterwards a member of the church 
in Rangoon, but was excluded. He came to 
Toungoo about three years ago, when he made 
known his desire to live a Christian life ; and _re- 
cently, after sending aletter of confession to the 
church from which he was excluded, he applied 
for admission to our church, and was gladly re- 
ceived. 

His FRIENDS AND NEIGHBORS. — Not long 
since he made a great feast at his house in order 
to bring his fellow-officials and others together to 
listen to the gospel ; and there we had the privilege 
of addressing about one hundred and fifty persons 
upon their need of a Saviour. 

THE BuppuHIst DoctRINEs.—In a_ previous 
letter I hinted at a development of the Buddhist 
faith which is fast gaining ground in this district. 
To-day the last section of a large deputation is 
taking its departure for Mandalay. The principal 
personages in the deputation are four leading 
priests of Toungoo. Two are selected as the 
representatives of each body, and they bear with 
them the five articles of faith in which they chiefly 
differ. These have been duly signed and witnessed, 
and the representatives are bound to present 
themselves with these articles before the Pope in 
Mandalay on penalty of five hundred rupees and 
the loss of the case. 

THESE ARTICLES OF FAITH are to go before the 
Pope and two archdeacons for a decision as to 
their orthodoxy. The party losing the case is 
bound not only to yield the doctrines pronounced 
unorthodox, but to 4adan or do obeisance to the 
successful party. It is thought by some tl at this 
decision will check the disgraceful quarrels which 
have disturbed the city for the past six months, but 
others prophesy more bitter feeling than ever. If 
the new doctrines are sustained, it will be a long 
stride towards a faith in the eternal God.

Fission to the HKarens. 
LETTER FROM Rev. J. B. VinTOoN, D.D. 
Rancoon, April 1, 1881. 

ENCOURAGEMENT. — I find the baptisms for the 
year amount to two hundred and _ thirty-eight, 
largely from the heathen. The Lord has given us 
two entirely new churches this year, besides a 
colony from an old church which has settled among 
the heathen where they will have great opportuni- 
ties of doing good. I am glad to be able to report 
to you that the fearful fever which has devasted 
this poor stricken mission for several years has 
largely abated. We have had but few fresh cases, 
and only two deaths from regular jungle-fever. 
Do pray for us, that we may be spared so terrible 
a visitation for the future. 
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FINANCIALLY we are at a lower ebb than ever 
before in this mission. Nearly all our members 
depend on the rice-crop for their entire income. 
This year high water killed three successive plant- 
ings of rice. A fourth planting was set out, in 
hopes the rains would be late and enable the crop 
to mature. The dry season set in earlier than 
usual ; and much of the crop either died not head- 
ed out, or produced so little grain as to be hardly 
worth cutting.. In some parts of my field there 
would actually be suffering for food among the 
native Christians ; but providentially I obtained for 
them the contract to supply the sleepers for a new 
railway to Toungoo, and their work on this con- 
tract has supplied them with food. At the begin- 
ning of the dry season our Karens enthusiastically 
voted to raise twenty thousand rupees above the 
running expenses of the mission, for an endow- 
ment fund. As things look now, we shall hardly 
raise our running expenses. For the first time in 
my life I have been obliged to send out agents 
to solicit subscriptions. 

WoRK AND BLEssInc.— The year has been 
spent as usual in travelling among the churches 
and the heathen. At Mr. Webster’s request I at- 
tended the Maulmain Association, and gave him a 
fortnight’s work among his churches. Mrs. Web- 
ster is making good progress in the language, and 
I have every reason to look forward for a success- 
ful career of earnest work in the Maulmain mis- 
sion. At the opening of the fever season in No- 
vember, I was sorely tempted by the recollection of 
my sufferings from fever last year to avoid the 
malarial districts, and confine my work to healthier 
regions. I am thankful I resisted the temptation. 
I can now rejoice in my rugged health on what the 
Lord has given, and not what I earned by coward- 
ice. While in Maulmain I purchased two noble 
elephants, which will enable me to do more work 
at less expenditure of strength than before. 

PERILS BY WILD BEasts.— During the year 
one of our oldest*and best Karen Christians (the 
grandfather of that young cornet-player who went 
with me to America) was carried off by a man- 
eating tiger. The brute killed three on three suc- 
cessive days. Word has just been brought in that 
another of our most faithful men has been fear- 
fully wounded by an alligator, and is hardly ex- 
pected to live. 

OFF FOR THE JUNGLE. — The weather seems 
hotter than ever ; but I must push off for the jun- 
gle to-morrow, for I have plenty of hard work and 
hard marching to do before the rains. Though 
well, I am but half a man, you know, having left 
my better half in America ; and I must push hard 
to do all the work that is pressing. If you do not 
hear from me, take it for granted that Vinton is 
“ travelling in the jungle, with headquarters on his 
elephant’s head,” and you will not be wrong.

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LETTER FROM REV. W. F. Tuomas. 
Hentuapa, April 4, 1881. 

SINCE my arrival in December, my mother and I 
have been trying to utilize the travelling season by 
seeing as many of the Christians as possible. We 
have spared no pains in our efforts to go to all 
“the lost sheep of the house of Israel.” 

SHINING LIGHTS, — We found one solitary Pwo 
woman within a day’s journey of the city, who 
seemed to be leading a.consistent life in the midst 
of a large heathen population. The next day we 
reached a single household, who have for years 
been a standing rebuke, by their godly walk, to 
the hardened Buddhist Karens in their great vil- 
lage. Another family whom we visited form a 
striking contrast, by their changed life, to a sur- 
rounding Catholic population, among whom, we 
believe, they are placed to point out, by their ex- 
ample, “the right ways of the Lord.” Of course 
it is needless to say that we everywhere met with 
a most cordial reception. Not only was it a great 
pleasure to me to be able to converse with my old 
friends in their native tongue, but it was a great 
cause of joy to find them so ‘steadfast, immov- 
able, and abounding in the work of the Lord,” 

THE POWER OF Gop.—I remember, with spe- 
cial interest, the nights which I spent in some 
half a dozen different villages, where the people 
are just beginning to turn to the Lord. It is 
truly “the great power of God” which turns these 
heathen from their superstitions, and keeps them 
in the midst of such terrible temptations from sur- 
rounding heathenism. It has sometimes been my 
privilege to observe the exact time when it has 
seemed as if the Lord opened the hearts of 
some of these heathen, I shall never forget one 
morning when Shway-poo, one of our best evan- 
gelists and a veritable Ko Thah-byu, conducted 
my preachers and myself to a village which seemed 
to be “ in the valley of decision.” It would have 
been a ludicrous sight, had it not been so solemn, 
to see those preachers lock their arms around the 
necks of those inquirers, and lovingly compel them 
to bow their heads in prayer. It really seemed as 
if the whole village decided for God then and 
there. Truly, “this is the Lord’s doing, and it is 
marvellous in our eyes.” 

LACK OF PREACHERS. — But what we want is to 
see the arm of the Lord made bare in this way 
throughout the length and breadth of the land. 
While a few of our little churches are uniting heart- 
ily with their pastors in the work of evangelizing 
the surrounding regions, some of our oldest church- 
es seem to have “left their first love.” Their apa- 
thy manifests itself most painfully in “ minding 
earthly things,” and in an unwillingness to enter 
upon the work of the ministry. The time was 
when my sainted father had no difficulty in pre- 
vailing upon many of them to give themselves 
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wholly to the work as soon as they were able to 
read. Nothing pains us more now than the re- 
luctance with which some who are admirably qual- 
ified, enter upon the work. 

FAITHFUL LABORERS FALLEN. — Meanwhile the 
Lord has seen fit to call two of our most valued 
workers to their reward. One of them, Too-au-kyau, 
was one of the first-fruits of Henthada. As soon as 
my father baptized him, as a mere lad, he at once be- 
gan to train himself for a preacher ; and it was with 
difficulty that he was prevailed upon to relinquish 
his studies when he did for the work which he so 
faithfully did ever afterwards. He was our most 
reliable pastor in the western part of our field. I 
found him sick in town when I arrived. He soon 
returned to die with his flock, —one of our largest 
churches. The other pastor, Yah-gyee, was our. 
rising man in the eastern part of our field. Excel- 
lently trained by brother Smith, he had developed 
the Toung-bo-hlah church into one of the strong- 
est in our association. He met me in Rangoon on 
my arrival, full of health and youthful vigor. 
Within a month he, his wife, and the Toung-bo- 
hlah school-teacher, were removed by cholera. It 
seems as if the angel of death could have hardly 
called two men whom we could spare so ill; but 
God knows best. 

Our GREAT WANT, then, is a revival of religion 
in the churches, which will result in a renewed con- 
secration of all the members to the work of home 
evangelization, and of those whom the Lord shall 
call to the work of the ministry. It seems as if 
the heathen were on the point of turning in large 
numbers ; all that is wanted is an adequate force 
of native helpers. Since we returned from our 
last trip in the jungle, we have heard from a hea- 
then village which we did not have time to visit. 
My mother has tried in vain to find a preacher for 
them for the last two or three years, and now they 
are more anxious themselves for a teacher than 
they ever have been. If they are not immediately 
supplied, we fear they will lose their present inter- 
est, which appears to be really genuine. But it is 
the old story: “The harvest truly is plenteous, 
but the laborers are few; pray ye therefore the 
Lord of the harvest, that he will send forth labor- 
ers into his harvest.” 


LETTER FROM Rev, H. Morrow. 


Tavoy, March 26, 1881. 

Goop News. — More than sixty have been bap- 
tized in the various villages since the meeting of 
the association, and the prospect for further suc- 
cess is quite encouraging. Several new heathen 
villages are calling for teachers. We are sorry 
not to be able to furnish them. 

Evit Tipincs. — The village in which Rev. Sau 
Doo has been pastor for many years has been vis- 
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ited by cholera, and thirteen have fallen victims. 
The people, panic-stricken, have fled from their 
houses, leaving all their effects to be carried off by 
thieves. One of the boys of our school, a son of 
Rev Plau Pau, has just arrived, and tells us that 
he, assisted by a heathen boy, had to bury five 
persons, two of them being his own sister and her 
husband, a son of teacher Sau Doo. Teacher 
Plau Pau is quite crushed by this affliction, as he 
has thus lost during the year his wife and two 
children. The people of two other villages, in 
one of which Rev. Pwai Pau is pastor, have also 
fled into the jungle; and inall that region the 
greatest alarm prevails. Unite with us in be- 
seeching God to comfort and bless these stricken 
hearts. 

» SAD AND DiscouRAGING. — Of course we think 
first of these sorrowing ones, for they feel such 
trials very keenly ; but we also think of the hin- 
derance and loss our work sustains. Even if no 
more deaths occur, which seems too much to hope 
for, these villages will be crippled for a year or 
more, and will be unable to contribute to our schoc] 
and mission work. Last year we had famine to 
contend with. Now we have sickness. We have 
often hoped that the time was not distant when we 
should not be obliged to make such large demands 
on home funds; but we seem doomed to disap- 
ointment, 


LETTER FROM REv. WALTER BUSHELL. 


Maonsen, April 5, 1881. 

FirE.— When I tell you that on Feb. 16 a 
fire, which started in the jungle back of Maooben, 
broke through into the village, and raged with ter- 
rific fury until it had destroyed ninety-eight houses 
in the best part of the village, you will réadily see 
that to have your roof covered with long grass, as 
dry as tinder, waiting to burst out into a blaze at the 
wery first spark, is a source of considerable danger. 
Feb. 16 will be remembered by us for a long 
while. 

THE WHOLE VILLAGE above us was in a blaze; 
the jungle behind us was a sea of fire; and the 
wind, blowing quite a little gale, carried some 
sparks across the river, more than half a mile 
wide, seized on a solitary house which happened 
to stand in its path, hastily devoured it, and rushed 
off into the jungle on its errand of. destruction. 
On three sides of us the fire was raging. But a 
slight change in the direction of the wind, and our 
house would have been among those destroyed. 
We carried eur organ down to the river-side, 
packed our trunks, and prepared to take our boat 
and watch the destruction of our old house. But 


He who commanded the waves in Galilee, com- 
mands the flames in Burmah also ; and, though he 
permitted them to come near, he did not permit 
them to hurt us. 
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LATE AT NIGHT we retired to rest, though the 
roar of the flames on each side of us was heard 
with startling distinctness ; and the upright posts 
of the destroyed houses, still burning in numerous 
places, illuminated the place, and made it look 
like a fairy scene, as viewed from our veranda. 
The house of the Burmah preacher stationed here 
by Dr. Stevens is among the destroyed ones. But 
this is the only loss from this fire which will fall 
upon the Union. 

No Mistake. — I have now been sixteen months 
in Maooben, and I am certain I made no mistake 
in coming here. Almost every day brings evi- 
dence. For instance : several young women asked 
for baptism a week ago last Sunday, and now 
come here every day to learn to read. My wife is 
the school-teacher, and altogether she has a school 
of about a dozen, although our regular school does 
not commence for a month yet. 

A WorsHIPPER. — I laid down my pena few min- 
utes ago to go and look after my builders, when in 
came a young man living just below us on the riv- 
er-bank, saying his parents were going to make a 
feast to the devils day after to-morrow, and re- 
quested me to come with my preacher, and preach 
the gospel to them. This young man spent a few 
months near one of our churches, and learned to 
read there, but is now living with his parents near 
us, and is a frequent visitor here. He is not yet 
baptized, but says he worships God, and wants his 
father to do so too. 

DEATH. — I regret very much to report the death 
of the preacher whom we ordained in September 
last. He died with cholera, and we buried him 
the same night. He leaves three little boys to 
mourn his loss; and, being without friends, they 
are on my hands. But the Lord will provide. The 
prospects for our school during next rains are 
good, and I trust we may have a prosperous ses- 
sion. 


CHINA. 
LETTER FROM REv. W. K. McCKIBPEN. 


Swatow, April 22, 1881. 

NATIVE EVANGELISTS. —I am happy in being 
able to say that during the recent quarter the native 
brethren who are working with me have accom- 
plished more of active evangelistic work than they 
have ever done before. The standard before us 
may be stated thus: frst, the preachers to be itin- 
erant evangelists, working in the vicinity of the 
principal stations, and also going out systematically 
to preach in remote places ; second, the more gift- 
ed among the converts to be taught to take the 
lead in Lord’s-day worship themselves, with such 
assistance as the preacher can render, and to com- 
municate the gospel within the circle of their ac- 
quaintance wherever they can; ¢hird, where there 
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are groups of believers and no chapel, the believers 
to meet for worship in their own houses until such 
time as they are able to provide a chapel. 

THE NINETY AND NINE.— During the recent 
quarter, beside doing the accustomed measure of 
work in the neighborhood of their respective sta- 
tions, these brethren have left the ninety and nine, 
and have gone out in search of the lost. Preacher 
Kim Kak availed himself of an invitation from a 
brother, lately baptized in Siam, to visit him at his 
home, sixty-nine miles above the station at Lin- 
Ung. He staid there ten days, and preached with 
much encouragement. The name of the place is 
Tai-Poo. We shall make it a main point of work 
hereafter. Preacher Ah Chuan, at Jio Peng, has 
been twenty-five miles across the mountains east- 
ward into the next province, to visit inquirers, and 
fifteen miles northward to visit others. Preacher 
Hi Check spent some days with a family ten miles 
from Lai Pu Sua, who profess themselves believ- 
ing; besides making a long journey in another 
direction. Preacher Ah Khong is doing all he can 
in and around Chow Chow Fu, and has spent a 
good many days at work away from the immediate 
vicinity of the city. 

THE LoRD OF HEAVEN AND EARTH. — Preacher 
Ah Lan has divided his time among three regions 
remote one from another. One of them is on the 
large island of Namoa, whither he went with a 
Christian who sells medicine, and who had already 
been preaching there to good purpose. They found 
there a man who discards idolatry, and worships 
the Lord of heaven and earth. This is not the 
title of any Chinese divinity, and the man’s wor- 
ship clearly is directed tothe true God. He uses 
no incense-sticks or silvered paper, and he prays 
standing under the open sky. He knows the name 
“Christ,” but he does not know who Christ is. I 
do not know the source of his knowledge: it may 
be a tract that has fallen into his hands, or it may 
be a report that he has heard about Christianity. 
He has taught ten or more disciples, all of whom 
are men of correct lives and highly respected. The 
preacher did not find them entirely ready to give 
ear to further instruction. But I trust they may 
yet receive still further illumination, and that the 
Holy Spirit who has led them this far will lead 
them into all the truth. 

Tue HAKKAs.— The work that is opening to 
the north and the north-east is among the Hak- 
kas, a people whose speech differs widely from the 
Swatow dialect. This circumstance is a serious 
difficulty. Happily one of my preachers is a Hak- 
ka by birth, although his work has been in the 
Swatow region. 
time among his own people. Another of the preach- 
ers has a slight acquaintance with Hakka, which I 
am encouraging him to extend in order that he may 
help more effectively. 
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DURING THE QUARTER, I have prepared, in the 
Swatow dialect, a sheet tract and a brief cate- 
chism. The tract is an adaptation of one by Rev. 
Griffith John, of the London mission, and is en- 
titled, ‘“ Regarding Jesus the Saviour of the World.” 
It has been issued from the press, and meets with 
a very favorable reception. The catechism is mod- 
elled after one by Rev. Timothy Richards, of the 
English Baptist mission. The manuscript is to-day 
to go to the press by the first steamer. 

A LIitr_e Girt from Chow Chow Fu, a member 
of the girls’ school, was baptized in January ; and 
among the twenty who were baptized a week ago 
were a man and a lad from the Jio Peng region 
(the lad a member of Mr. Ashmore’s school), and 
a young man from the new interest at Tai Poo. 


LETTER FROM Rev. J. R. GODDARD. 
Nincpo, May 2, 1881. 

New Members. — Yesterday we had the pleas- 
ure of receiving two new members to our church 
in the city, — one a young man whose parents have 
been members of the church for years, and who 
consequently has known the truth from. childhood ; 
the other, the wife of one of my theological stu- 
dents. She had been betrothed to him when quite 
young, as is usual here; but when he became a 
Christian her father tried to break the engagement. 
He had no personal objections to the young man: 
if he were a gambler, a thief, an opium-smoker, the 
father would let his daughter go to him; but a 
Christian, never! He was exceedingly bitter and 
violent about it, but the Chinese law is inexorable 
on this point: no one but the future husband can 
break off a betrothal when once the papers have 
been exchanged. So the wedding came off. The 
father died soon after, a bitter heathen to the last. 
His daughter seems to have accepted the truth 
fully and clearly, and I hope will be very useful in 
leading others to the Saviour. 

Last week we were called to part with our young- 
est child, four months old. “The Lord gave, and 
the Lord has taken away : blessed be his name.” 


JAPAN. 
LETTER FROM ReEv, T. P. PoATE., 


Senpal, April 11, 1881. 

A New CHAPEL. — Once more it is my privilege 
to record, with thankful heart, that the great Head 
of the church is pouring out a blessing on this city. 
I have been here rather more than a fortnight, and 
to-day, looking back on the events of the past, I 
say,’ “Ebenezer: Hitherto hath the Lord helped 
us.” The chapel spoken of in a previous letter is 
now finished, and has been used for worship for 
nearly two months. Though without any preten- 
sions to architectural beauty, it is, nevertheless, 
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well adapted for our purpose. All is in native style. 
There is nothing foreign about it, with the exception 
of a common cane-bottom chair, and a lamp. The 
title-deed, which has hitherto been in the hands of 
Seino, our first believer, has now been transferred 
to the deacon and three trustees, all of whom were 
elected at a general meeting of the church held last 
week. The brethren’s pockets having been con- 
verted, they have assumed the responsibility of 
the church expenses, and wish in addition to do 
something towards paying the salary of the preacher 
in charge. 

Baptisms. —On my arrival I found a number 
of candidates for baptism. On the 4th of this 
month, seven persons (six men and one woman) 
were brought before the church, and, having been 
accepted, were the same day buried in baptism in 
the name of the blessed triune God. It was a cold, 
windy day ; so windy that it blew our tent down once. 
The river was much swollen with the melted snow 
from the mountains ; but the comforting presence of 
the Lord Jesus more than made up for these bitter 
discomforts. On this occasion, for the first time, we 
hada good many spectators. Yesterday another 
candidate came before the church. He is a police- 
man, and, being on duty the previous Sunday, could 
not come forward with the rest. He was rather 
late: I found afterwards that he had been detained 
at the station, and had then run nearly three miles 
to getto thechapel. He too wasunanimously voted 
a fit candidate ; and the same morning we went 
down to the river, and after singing, prayer, and 
reading the usual Scripture, fulfilled the Master’s 
command. The day being fine, we had a yet greater 
number of spectators than before. The same after- 
noon we sat down to 

THE Lorp’s SuppeR.— A simpler, more inex- 
pensive service could scarcely be imagined. A com- 
mon earthenware plate, a bottle of wine and a glass, 
and, instead of the fair white cloth which in Western 
lands covers the table, a kind of shawl. But, plain 
as all this was, the Giver of the feast, the Lord 
Jesus himself, was-present ; and the spirit of love 
and humility evident in the acts and words of these 
simple-minded believers attest forcibly that they 
are born of God. Already signs of blessing are 
evident, I mean of further conversions ; and I look 
forward with God’s grace to a rich harvest this 
year. 
us all! 

CoLporTers. — I have often spoken in my letters 
as to the value of colporters. This church gives 
once more a proof of their value, originated under 
God, in the first place, by a colporter. Four of 
the present converts are the fruits of the-labor of 
another. The preacher in charge is the colporter 
who first began the work. The colporters will, 
with God’s blessing, furnish us with a class of 
earnest, humble-minded preachers and pastors. A 
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spirit of inquiry is abroad, and the hearts of the 
people are being opened to receive the truth. One 
instance of this, and I have done. 

Piicrims. — A few days ago I climbed up a steep 
hill crowned with an old temple, now showing, by 
its state, that the palmy days of faith in the many 
gods of Shintoism are gone. As I noted the fallen 
pillars, I rejoiced; but, on my way down, I met a 
party of pilgrims going to the shrine. I entered 
into conversation with their guide, an old woman. 
Said I, “It is a sad thing that youshould not know 
the only true God, and worship him, who made all 
things, who dwells not in temples made with hands.” 
She knew nothing about the ways of salvation. As 
I told it to her she said repeatedly, “What a 
blessed thing!” And, when I told her of the death 
and the resurrection of Jesus, her excitement 
reached a climax. “What,” said she, “is the 
name of him who rose from the dead?” I said, 
“The Lord Jesus.” At this moment the rest of 
the party came in sight, —we had hitherto been 
alone, — and she began to beckon with her hand to 
them, and cry out, “Quick, quick! blessed news, 
—news that we never heard before!” Then they 
too gathered around me ; and, under the eaves of a 
building dedicated to idolatrous plays, I spoke to 
them of Him who loved us and gave himself for us, 
The falling rain soon made it necessary to cease ; 
but I trust that the Holy Spirit will energize the 
word to the salvation of souls. 

I expect to leave Sendai in two or three days, 
and after doing a little work at Miyato-komma, 
where I hope to baptize a man, to go on to Hana- 
maki, trusting that there too I shall find the Lord’s 
presence manifest. 


FRANCE. 
LETTER FROM REv. V. LEPoIps. 


Paris, April 28, 188r. 

NEAR THE KINGDOoM.—I have returned this 
week from a visit to Fontainebleau and its vicini- 
ty. Whenever I go there, I stop at Bois-le-Roi, 
to converse with the family of the station-master of 
the railway. This man, once a Catholic, is very 
intelligent and serious, and quite free from papacy 
and all its errors. He reads the Bible respectfully 
and lovingly, for to him it is God’s word. He 
has introduced family worship in his house, and 
prays with his daughter, who, like him, is near the 
kingdom of heaven. The wife, too, is becoming 
enlightened. She receives me well when I read 
the Word, and pray with her, but still finds herself 
restrained by prejudice and the fear of the world. 
She is making progress, however, and I hope will 
find freedom, like the other members of her fami- 
ly. We are praying for them. 

At FONTAINEBLEAU I visit several interesting 
persons, who come evenings to my conference, 
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three kilometres from their homes. At Avon we 
have a faithful sister, who is seeking to make her 
Saviour known to those around her, She brought 
to me a Catholic young lady from the educated 
class, to whom I explained the way of salvation in 
Jesus Christ. This young lady is blessed in read- 
ing the Bible, and our little journal, “ The Echo 
of Truth.” Last Monday evening she procured for 
me at her house an interview with a priest. We 
discussed together the claims of the Romish 
Church, 1st, as to the supposed authority of St. 
Peter and of the Pope; 2d, the false unity of the 
Romish Church ; 3d, the intercession of the saints ; 
4th, baptism, the celibacy of the clergy, etc. I re- 
futed and cut in pieces all his errors by the sword 


of the Spirit; then I called the attention of the 


poor priest to his need of being born again, — of 
accepting salvation through faith. When we part- 
ed he said, “Pray for me: I will also pray for 
ou.” 

Afterwards I went to converse and break bread 
with our sisters at Changis. In the evening I had 
an excellent conference on “Christianity and lib- 
erty.” The hall was full of men and women; all 
were serious and attentive, and many pressed my 
hand in sympathy, and were pleased with my prom- 
ise to come again in three months, if the Lord will. 

ENCOURAGEMENT.—A sister wrote to me the 
next day: “ Dear brother, I cannot express to you 
the happiness of Mlle. D. She was greatly moved, 
as every one was, after the conference. Let us 
pray that this people may be set free. God has 
visited our meetings.” Some days since, a brother 
from Pas-de-Calais wrote me also: “ Dear broth- 
er, I must tell you that you lost nothing by your 
last journey; for there are persons who have re- 
ceived grace and salvation.” May God give glory 
to his name in saving souls ! 


GERMANY. 
REPORTS FROM THE MISSION. 


BROTHER BUuEs, pastor of the Baptist church at 
Bremen, writes of a service for emigrants, held in 
the chapel on the 11th of March, as follows: “A 
brother from Denmark called upon me, and asked 
if he could have our chapel for the evening to ad- 
dress his countrymen, before they crossed the ocean 
on their way to America. I very willingly granted 
his request, and we met at eight o’clock in our place 
of worship. About seventy emigrants were gathered 
together, and when our members and friends also 
arrived the room was almost too small. Most of 
these emigrants were Danes, some Norwegians, 
. and all very interesting in appearance. The ser- 
mon of brother Madsen was preached in the Danish 
language ; and many tears rolled over the bronzed 
cheeks as they heard the gospel message. My 
address was translated by one of the emigrants ; 
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and when we separated we all felt ourselves richly 
blessed by the service. We have also, during this 
quarter, had the joy of receiving again into church- 
fellowship four former members who had been 
separated from us for along while. This is my 
last quarter at Bremen, as the Baptist church at 
Zurich (Switzerland) has chosen me for their pastor, 
and I am going there shortly. May the Lord bless 
this city and my successor in the pulpit!” 

BROTHER JANSSEN, from Delmenhorst, tells of 
four children and one youth who have found peace 
in the blood of the Lamb. Several others also 
have been awakened, and are still seeking the 
truth. 

BROTHER SCHIEK, pastor of the Baptist church 
at Heilbronn (Wurtemberg), writes, “On the 28th 
of February I baptized two sisters. The faith of 
one of these has been severely tried, as her husband 
threatened to leave her, and even went to the pastor 
of the church and sued for a divorce. This was 
refused, as no sufficient reason for a divorce was 
produced. While preaching at the same place on 
the 16th of March, I found, to my astonishment, 
that same man listening attentively to my sermon. 
He was awakened to a knowledge of his sins, and 
asked for our intercession at the throne of grace. 
In the prayer-meeting which followed, he himself 
prayed and cried for grace and forgiveness of his 
sins, and found acceptance with God. Another 
awakening has taken place at one of our stations, 
and up to this day eight souls have found peace in 
God.” 

BROTHER PALM, pastor of the Baptist church 
at Eberswalde, writes, “‘ Although we cannot speak 
of a great increase in our church, the Lord has 
given us back some souls who have been separated 
from our communion for many years. In one of 
our stations (Hohensathen) one case is of a grown- 
up son of some members of our church, who has 
been converted, to the great joy of his parents. 
On the other hand, a young girl who has also found 
the Saviour has very much to suffer from her un- 
converted parents ; in consequence of which the 
whole village is in a state of great emotion.” 

BROTHER SCHIEWE, pastor of the Baptist church 
at St. Petersburg, writes, “A great meeting of all 
evangelical denominations took place lately in the 
palace of Count Paskow, who had given this invita- 
tion to celebrate the accession of Alexander III. 
to the throne. It was much blessed by the Lord ; 
but it is to be deplored that the Lutheran pastors 
do not act according to the principles of the Evan- 
gelical Alliance. Dr. Somerville, the Scottish 
evangelist, has given four addresses in our chapel, 
which were richly blessed by the Lord. But, as it 
was said that many Germans would not come to 
hear him because he was to speak in the Baptist 
chapel, the committee resolved that he should 
hold his meetings in the chapel of the British and 
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American Congregationalists. We pray that he 
may also there be richly blessed.” 

BROTHER BEYEBACH, pastor at Hersfeld, who 
died in the month of May, reports a revival amongst 
the young people in his church, twelve of whom 
are now applying for baptism. 

BROTHER MatrTEs, pastor of the Baptist church 
at Miilhausen, Alsace, writes, “On New-Year’s 
Day I baptized two young women; on the first 
Sunday of February, six converts, as the fruit of 
the week of prayer ; and in the month of March, a 
young man: thus nine souls have been added to 
our church during the past quarter. An old woman, 
an active member of our church, died lately, and 
the pastor of our town would not allow her to be 
buried in the churchyard ; but our mayor, who is a 
godly man, ordered two of his men to dig the grave, 
and to guard us during the ceremony. 

BROTHER SCHUNKE, now pastor of the Baptist 
church at Altenberg, Saxony, reports his last quar- 
terly work in Einbeck, which place he left on the 
1st of April, having worked there four and a half 
years. Atastation of the church a young man was 
converted recently, and has proved an incentive to 
many others to seek the Lord. Ina short time 
seven souls found peace, who were baptized on the 
last Sunday in February. Nine persons followed 
in March, so that sixteen believers were added to 
the church during the last quarter. 

BROTHER SCHIRRMANN of Bartenstein in East 
Prussia, near to Pr. Eylau, writes, “A gracious 
revival has taken place amongst the young men 
and children of our members. On the 6th of Feb- 
ruary I baptized nine converts; and in March 
thirteen more made a public profession of their 
faith in the Lord by baptism. Besides these we 
have had the joy of welcoming back to our midst 
tive former members, who had been excluded. Our 
meetings are everywhere very well attended ; but I 
deeply regret that the widely extended field of 
labor, including thirty-six stations far from each 
other, is so great that it is impossible for me to 
visit the different stations regularly. 


LETTER FROM Rev, G. W. LEHMANN, 


Berwin, April 25, 1881. 

I THANK God very much that notwithstanding the 
paralytic stroke which hinders me greatly in longer 
walks and visits in our church, yet I am able to 
speak, and therefore I am in full liberty to preach 
whenever requested. My travelling last year inthe 
South of Germany and Switzerland to our confer- 
ences has done me much good; and no doubt it 
would prove very beneficial to my state of health 
if I could go again to the South this summer. 

CONCERNING OUR DEAR CHURCH now, I have 
great joy in telling you that atime of refreshing 
and revival has come, and that the Lord. has gra- 
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ciously granted me to live and see the fruit of my 
labors also being brought in. He has sent us a mes- 
senger, Dr. Badeker, by whom many who have 
long been under the influence of the divine Spirit 
have at last been brought to a decision; and others 
who were hitherto indifferent have been aroused 
from their spiritual sleep. This dear man has held 
numerous meetings in various parts of our town 
that were all well attended; but perhaps nowhere 
has he met with such evident success as in our 
church. He has now left Berlin to visit other 
towns in our country. : 

New Conversions.— Only last night in our 
church meeting we had the confessions of twelve 
dear friends, among them three girls whom I used 
to instruct in Christian knowledge, and for whom 
They will all be 
baptized next Sunday, when no doubt our chapel 
will again be too small to hold all who wish to 
hear and to see, as it has often been the case lately. 
Many others are ready to be baptized at the next 
occasion. Three of the candidates belong to a new 
station in one of the suburbs of the town that has 
lately been opened to us, and that seems to be full 
of promise. Our Sunday school is more prosper- 
ous now than in former years, though we have to 
struggle hard against the prejudice of parents against 
Baptists, which the pastors of the State Church of 
course encourage. 

Our CHIEF Joy, however, are our young men 
who meet every Sunday evening at seven for a 
social meeting, which lasts till ten, when they 
entertain and instruct each other in various manners. 
My dear younger son John has devoted himself 
entirely to this good work, and carries it on with 
great love, energy, and success. He is also much 
interested in the work of tract distribution, which 
is carried on regularly, and leads many strangers to 
our congregations. 


SWEDEN. 
LETTER FROM Rev, K. O. Broapy, 


StockHoim, April 25, 1881. 

BETHEL THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. — Eight 
brethren graduated at our last commencement, after 
having passed through a four-years’ course. One 
of them, a Norwegian, has since been laboring in 
Norway. Another, feeling himself called to go as 
a missionary to the heathen, has gone to America 
to fit himself more thoroughly for the work. The 
remaining six are laboring in the home field. From 
all of the graduates, except the one in America, 
from whom we have had no intelligence, we have 
heard nothing but good. Some of them have been 
especially blessed in their labors. 

PERSECUTION. — The one in Norway, brother 
Neilsen, has during the year been imprisoned, sen- 
tenced by the State Church to bread and water, for . 
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preaching the gospel. As regards the persecution 
of our brethren, Sweden is no better than Norway. 
In both countries the State Churches are raging 
against us, and their animosity seems to grow more 
bitter year by year. The bitterness is accounted 
for by our rapid growth, Every soul the Lord adds 
to our rank and file is a death-knell in the ear of 
the Establishment. 

_ ELEVEN NEW STUDENTS were admitted into the 
seminary last June, and the total during the year 
has been twenty-three, a larger number than in 
any previous year since the school began, They 
have been divided into three classes, our means 
not allowing us to have a fourth class this year. 
There is a steady growth of interest in the semi- 
nary among the churches, and we cannot but hope 
that the time is not far distant when they shall all 
feel that they can no longer be without it. ‘ 

THE ERECTION OF A BUILDING for the seminary 
progresses slowly. Brother Forsel has fixed on a 
most eligible lot in the very best part of the city, 
and the drawings for the building are all made. 
Only a few days ago brother Forsel told me that he 
hoped to have the house up and ready to be entered 
and occupied by the fall of 1882. The erection of 
the building, together with all needed accessories, 
will cost not far from twenty-five thousand dollars, 

CHURCH BUILDING. — The attention of our 
brethren is at present almost wholly centred on the 
erection of churches. In almost all parts of our 
land we are in the greatest need of either new or 
enlarged houses of worship. Here in Stockholm, 
one of the deacons in our First Church, whom the 
Lord has prospered in business, stands on the eve 
of beginning the erection of a new church edifice, 
large enough to seat about two thousand people, 
and to be situated about a mile and a half from our 
present chapel. The location is admirable, the 
neighborhood constantly growing and filling up 
with the best class of people. The church will 
cost about forty thousand dollars ; but our brother 
seems to intend to build it all alone, and the pres- 
ent indications are that the house will be ready by 
next summer. 

THIS WILL BE A GREAT HELP. — We need an 
additional house uf worship here at the north of 
the city very much. The meetings at our chapel 
are overflowing, and hundreds must often leave for 
want of room; pews, aisles, galleries, and smaller 
side-rooms being filled to suffocation. For all this 
we bless God. He honors us, while men despise 
us. Revivals are reported from many parts of our 
land. Our hearts are full of gratitude to God, be- 
cause all around us tokens are multiplying that our 
labors are not in vain in the Lord. 

SCATTERING ABROAD. — But we are not laboring 
for ourselves alone. You, dear brethren, are be- 
ginning to share more than ever the results of our 
labor. No people has done us or our country so 
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much good as you, and now you are permitted to 
reap the fruits of this. A great many are leaving 
our churches, and emigrating to America ; and this 
stream of emigration seems to grow larger and 
larger. We do nothing to hinder them. We bid 
them God-speed ; and these emigrants will con- 
stitute the best part of the many thousands that now 
pour in upon your shores. And you not only get 
lay members ; no less than three of our preachers 
contemplate leaving in a few weeks. 

WE NEED HELp. — From all this it is plain that 
Sweden is not wholly a foreign field to you. It is 
at the same time one of your own home fields. 
And we need your help. Our mission needs it, 
and so does our school. Our wants are many, and 
our means are very limited. 


SPAIN. 


LETTER FROM Rev. R. P. CIFRE. 
Ficueras, April 29, 1881. 

CROWDED CONGREGATIONS.—In the chapel 
which we opened on the first Sunday in February, 
we have had and are still having the room crowd- 
ed every Sunday night, so that we are obliged to 
procure more seats immediately. Thursday even- 
ings we also have large congregations. During 
Lent there has been much to attract the people 
to the Catholic church, the Bishop of Avila having 
been here two weeks, and there having been numer- 
ous processions, etc.; but this has not hindered 
the people from coming to our chapel in large 
numbers. 

PusLic Notice. —In an article in a newspaper 
of the liberals here, the following appeared: “ But 
not the Catholic temples alone have been filled 
with people these Jast days: the Protestant temple 
has also been filled to overflowing. This proves 
that there are people for all ; and really it does not 
seem to us a fact greatly in favor of the Catholic 
zeal of our population, that such large numbers 
should have assisted in the conferences of the 
Protestants in these days, if we take into account 
the recent establishment of this institution among 
us.” 

ScHOooLs.— The boys’ school is gradually in- 
creasing. We have now forty boys. There have 
been so many asking if we did not intend opening 
a school for girls, and seeing there were so few 
girls in our Sunday school, I decided to look about 
for a lady teacher. Week before last I went to 
Barcelona, and immediately secured a Christian 
teacher who has been baptized, and who has had 
four years’ experience in an evangelical school. It 
seemed that the Lord favored me in this, as there 
are so few lady teachers to be had in Spain, and 
there are many that I know of looking for teachers 
without success, 
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Use or ScHoorts.— We have had very little 
influence over the girls, from the fact that there 
was no school for them. If the girls are compelled 
to go to Catholic schools, of course they are influ- 
enced to keep away from us by their teachers and 
by the priests. The boys who are in our school 
are obliged to attend our Sunday school, and are 
learning much of the Bible ; and we are glad to be 
able to reach the girls and their parents through 
the school. If we are not yet permitted to see the 
results of our teaching upon the children them- 
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selves, we see the parents of some of them led to 
Christ. 

BartisMS.— The 14th inst. it was my privilege 
to baptize three, and last Sunday four others, 
making eleven that I have baptized. At the last 
baptism we had several hundred present, most of 
them witnessing for the first time in their lives the 
baptism of adults. Some were affected to tears. 
What we want is to have the prayers of Christians 
that those who come to listen to the gospel here 
may be converted. 


GLEANINGS FROM LETTERS. 


NaGAs.—I thank God and take courage 
every day as I consider the richness of this 
field, the favorable circumstances under which 
it opens up to me, and the new vigor of both 
mind and body with which in this grand cli- 
mate I am able to devote myself to the acquisi- 
tion of this unconquered language. I find a 
joy in my work, and in the degree of success 
-of which I am daily more conscious. With 
ithe Lord’s blessing I hope to be preaching to 
‘these people within a reasonably short time. 
“The present attitude of the Nagas toward the 
«government (so far as known), and of the gov- 
-ernment officers towards me and my work, is 
very favorable. This seems to be a most 
favorable opening. — Rev. C. D. Kine, Kohi- 
ma, Assam, May 9, 1881. 


Swartow. — At Chung Lim 
;pleasant Sunday. Three were baptized; two 
.of them little girls belonging to the station 
school, and the other a woman rather past 
‘middle .life. One of the church-members, an 
old man who had been converted and baptized 
iin Siam, and who had made considerable 
money there, brought two hundred dollars as 
a gift to the church. His wife had died but 
shortly before, and he felt that his own time 
on earth might not be long. He is laying up 
‘treasure in heaven. 

For the last three or four weeks my father’s 
eyes have been worse, and he has been obliged 
ito give up teaching the students’ class. So I 
have taken them. There are eight in the 
class, some of whom give good promise of 
future usefulness. They have an hour’s reci- 
‘tation on five days of the week, and Satur- 
days are.sent-out two and two to some of our 
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nearest stations. — REV. WILLIAM ASHMORE, 
Jun., May 21, 1881. 


GROWTH. — Last week was one of our busy 
weeks. Allof the preachers and nearly all the 
Bible-women were in. I am gratified with the 
growth in knowledge and in grace that I find 
in these native preachers. They are learning 
what the Church of Christ is, and for what it 
was established, and are becoming safe guides 
to the people. On Saturday afternoon we held 
the regular church meeting, at which between 
thirty and forty presented themselves for bap- 
tism. Of this number twenty were accepted, 
— four women and sixteen men; and on Sun- 
day morning they were baptized by one of the 
native preachers. It was found necessary to 
exclude five members from Tang O.— REv. S. 
B. PARTRIDGE, Swatow, China, April 12, 1881. 


SWEDEN. — We have finally cot a law 
passed allowing civil marriage for our mem- 
bers who are not sprinkled and confirmed in 
the State Church. A motion to expunge the 
law giving power to the State clergy to im- 
prison and otherwise persecute our preachers 
was carried by a considerable majority in the 
lower chamber of our present Diet, but was 
defeated in the upper chamber. In the latter 
the Archbishop led the opposition, and carried 
the majority with him. Now we believe that 
it will not take many years more before even 
this vestige of barbarism shall be a thing of 
the past. Rev. K. O. Broapby, Stockholm, 
April 25, 1881. 


GOWAHATI. —I have now returned from a 
journey of a fortnight to visit three of our 
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branch churches south-east from here. I feel 
happy to say that I found all of the disciples re- 
maining steadfast, and proving themselves as 
the light before the heathen surrounding them. 
During the short time of my stay I had the 
privilege of baptizing seven Rabha Kosaries, 
and marrying four couples of native Chris- 
tians. —REy. KANDURA, May 16, 1881. 


Touncoo.— We are having rather hot 
weather here now. In the coolest place in 
the house the mercury is upto It is ten 
degrees cooler at the sanitarium. All are up 
there except brother Bunker and myself; and 
I think I shall go as soon as I have completed 
some repairs on the school buildings. — REv. 
A. V. B. Crumb, April 21, 1881. 


FATHER YAU NGI, sexton at Wat Koh, died 
at Bangkok, March 25, 1881, aged seventy 
years. He was baptized by me in 1867, and 
was a man of faith and prayer. For fourteen 
years he showed to those about him a bright 
Christian example ; spending also much time 
in distributing sacred books, and speaking to 
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death of the righteous, and let my last end be 
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“ Let me die the

.YOKOHAMA.— The mission here seems 
greatly prospered. Ourchapel, enlarged since 
I came here, threatens soon to be too small 
for our growing congregation.

ONGOLE.— Our quarterly meeting, April 
3-7, was, on the whole, a grand success. The 
native preachers reported that 207 had been 
baptized, who joined the new local churches. 
During the meeting 361 were baptized, 39 
couples married, and eight faithful men were 
ordained as regular Baptist ministers. The 
number baptized on the Ongole field since 
Jan. 1 is 1,669.— Rev. J. E. CLouGu, April 
11, 1881. 


BANGKOK. — July 2, the following telegram 
was received at the Missionary Rooms -from 
Dr. Dean: 
All well. 


“ Bangkok, June twenty-seventh. 
Fifty baptized.” 


METHOD OF EVANGELIZATION. — Roman- 
ath Chowdery, a native Christian, writes to 
“The London Missionary Herald,” ‘The 
work of evangelization in India should, I think, 
be purely Oriental in its mode. Evangelists 
should go, like the ascetics, without purse, 
from province to province, and proclaim Jesus 
and him crucified to the people. The same 
Hindus who honor and feed Mohammedan 
fakirs, will honor and feed them. While I was 
preaching from place to place, without the 
least thought of what I should eat or where I 
should live, the Lord wonderfully fed and 
clothed me by those to whom I preached. The 
people listened to me with such attention and 
interest that love was produced, and they took 
me to their homes.” 


EVANGELIZATION IN CHINA.— China can 
never be evangelized but by fearlessly telling 
the inquirer from the very beginning, it is his 
duty not only to spread the truth, but to support 
teachers of it. They supported Taoist and 
Buddhist priests, and we may reasonably ex- 
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pect native Christians to support Christian 
teachers. All the foreigners can, or perhaps 
ought to give, is truth and direction: the rest 
the natives should find. ... The necessity 
for nursing native Christians at the expense of 
foreigners is a figment of faithless fear. — REv. 
Mr. JONES, ix the London Missionary Herald. 


SCATTERED ABROAD. — The plan of having 
the Christians scattered abroad among the 
heathen community commended itself to my 
mind more strongly than ever, accustomed as 
I have been to their being huddled helplessly 
together in mission compounds or Christian 
villages. The advantages of native Christians 
dwelling amongst the people, and freely mix- 
ing with them in the concerns of life, are so 
apparent that the wonder is that every mis- 
sionary does not set his face against the com- 
pound and village system.— A MISSIONARY; 
in the London Missionary Herald. 


CHINA. — Work done for China will certainly 
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tell on the future of the world’s history. The 
Chinese are an enterprising, hardy people. 
They are colonizing Manchuria and Mongolia 
on the north, the islands of the Pacific and 


‘Indian oceans, and they have made settle- 


ments on the shores of North and South 
America. Christianized China has a noble 
history before her, and must become a mighty 
factor in the great political, social, and religious 
movements of coming generations. — Report 
of English Baptist Missionary Society. 


Other Societies. 
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CuiInA.— In “The Gospel in all Lands” for 
May, the following are given as the latest sta- 
tistics of missionary work in China: Ordained 
missionaries and physicians, 276. Female mis- 
sionaries, 124. Native preachers and helpers, 
1,139. Communicants, 19,668. This number 
is devoted to China, and gives an amount of 
historical information and recent missionary 
intelligence in regard to that country, which 
cannot be found elsewhere in so convenient 
and readable form. 


OTHER SOCIETIES. 


SouUTHERN BartisT Boarp. — Rev. Jno. Stout 
has been appointed a missionary to Shanghai, and 
Rev. T. P. Bell to Tung Chow, China, —— The 
work is increasing at Tung Chow and Shanghai, 
and a new station has been opened the past year 
at Soochow. —— The Board has decided not to 
enter upon mission work in Cuba at present. —— 
Twenty-two have been baptized in connection 
with the missions in Africa the past year. 


CANADIAN Baptist Boarps.—Mr. Timpany, 
of Coconada, writes, “Ido think the Spirit of 
God has come down as never before upon this 
people. Faith in idols is becoming a thing of the 
past with multitudes.” A heathen man in a vil- 
lage where two had been baptized confessed, 
“Tt is now only a question of time for all to 
come.” —— Two interesting cases of baptism are 
reported from Tuni. One man was from a village 
which had never been visited by the missionaries. 


AMERICAN Boarb. — Christian teachers have 
been placed, upon three of the islands in the 
lagoon of Ruk, Pacific Ocean, and the work opens 
well, A great change is noticed by the mis- 
sionaries at Perlepe, European Turkey, especially 
in the direction of female education. The 
Christians in Eastern Roumelia are meeting with 
considerable opposition. The missionaries to 
Bihé had reached Bailunda, two hundred miles 
from the coast and fifty miles from Bihé, at last 
accounts. They were in good health, and were 
much pleased with the country. —— Mr. Marden, 
writing from Marash, Central Turkey, tells of an 
invitation which he had to address a congregation 
of women in an Armenian church, Upon the 
platform where he spoke were four priests, and he 
used the Bible connected with the church, which 
was a Protestant edition. It was not long ago that 
the Armenian priests were burning Bibles and 
persecuting missionaries. —— The eleven churches 


on the Mortlock Islands and Ruk report 347 bap- 
tized the past year, and a total membership of 
829. Work was commenced on these islands in 
1874, and no American missionary has resided 
there except during a portion of one year. 


AMERICAN MISSIONARY ASSOCIATION. — Rev. 
Henry M. Ladd, and Rev. K. M. Kemp, with 
his wife, reached Freetown, Sierra Leone, March 
23- Mr. Arthington has paid over the £3,000 
pledged for the establishment of a mission in the 
Upper Nile Basin; the same amount has also 
been received from other friends in England ; 
and $8,000 are lacking of the $20,000 to be raised 
in this country. 


AMERICAN AND FOREIGN CHRISTIAN UNION. — 
The receipts last year were $32,527.15 ; expendi- 
tures, $36,465.82. The receipts of the Ameri- 
can Chapel, Paris, were about $5,500. ——- The 
principal missionary operations of this society are 
in France, where it works in connection with the 
various societies engaged in the evangelization of 
that country. It also aids the Waldenses in their 
home and mission work. 


AMERICAN BIBLE Socirry.— The total issues 
of the year, at home and in foreign lands, 
amounted to 1,474,603 copies in forty-eight dif- 
ferent languages and dialects, The total sum 
expended on the home field was $234,465.27 ; on 
foreign fields, $108,120.63. The circulation of last 
year in foreign lands shows an increase of nearly 


fifty Aer cent over the average of the preceding ten 
years. 


PRESBYTERIAN. — The United Presbyterians 
have in Egypt 24 missionaries, four stations, 40 
out-stations, 149 native helpers, and 1,036 mem- 
bers. Eighty-two were received on profession of 
faith in 1880, ——- The Woman’s Foreign Mission 
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Society of the Presbyterian Church has 1,068 aux- 
iliaries, and 600 children’s bands. The total 
receipts for the year were $99,070.24. Eleven 
missionaries have been removed from the ser- 
vice of the Society the past year, two by death; 
and fourteen new missionaries have been sent 
out, and four are under appointment. There 
are now 99 missionaries in the employ of the 
Society sent out from this country, nine English 
residents on the field, who are employed as ze- 
nana visitors and teachers, and 166 Bible-readers 
and native teachers. The receipts of the 
Board of Foreign Missions of the Presbyterian 
Church were $590,680.49; expenditures, $581,- 
515.19. In the last year eight missionaries were 
returned to their fields, and 45 new missionaries 
sent out. The receipts of the United Presby- 
terian Board last year were $65,032.33; expen- 
ditures, $65,295.64. The Board has missions in 
India, Egypt, and China; stations, 8; out-sta- 
tions, 58; missionaries, 28 ; native helpers, 205 ; 
churches, 18; communicants, 1,373; baptisms, 
159.—— The Presbyterian Church in the United 
States last year received $59,215.39, and supported 
18 ordained missionaries, one missionary physician, 
26 assistant missionaries, and 44 native helpers. 


METHODIST EpiscopaL.— North. The Central 
China mission at Kin-Kiang has been fairly suc- 
cessful, and it is proposed soon to establish a 
Western China mission in the province of Se- 
chuen. In the North China mission the pros- 
pects are favorable. South, The Woman’s 
Missionary Society received last year $27,942.70, 
and paid out $10,156.63. At the annual meeting 
in St. Louis three missionaries were accepted, and 
others encouraged to continue their preparation. 
The appropriations for the current year are: 
China, $17,072; Border Mexican, $6,500; Central 
Mexican, $1,000; Brazil, $7,500. The total 
appropriations of the Board for 1881-82 are 
$182,750. 


ENGLISH Baptist. — A larger amount of purely 
evangelistic work has been done during the past 
year than in almost any preceding, and a special 
blessing appears to have followed these labors. 

The greatest need of the missions is ac- 
knowledged to be an educated and faithful native 
ministry. —— The total contributions to the So- 
ciety the past year amounted to £51,459 145. 1od., 
the largest income the Society has ever received. 
To maintain the present staff of missionaries, an 
increase of £5,000 in the permanent annual in- 
come of the Society is ‘needed. —— Messrs. Crudg- 
ington and Bentley have reached Stanley Pool 
at the head of Livingstone Falls on the Congo 
River. They found a friendly people on the north 
bank of the river, but met with opposition on the 
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south side, where M. de Brazza had annexed 
several of the towps to France, and the natives 
opposed them because they were not Frenchmen. 


ENGLISH PRESBYTERIAN. — In the China mis- 

sions, including Formosa, there are now 2,342 
communicants: 196 were baptized in 18So. 
Mr. J. A. B. Cook has been appointed missionary 
to the Chinese at Singapore. The receipts of 
the Foreign Missions Fund for 1880 were £12,176 
4s. 6d., and the expenditures £13,005 6s. 1od. 


FREE CHURCH OF SCOTLAND.— The foreign 
missions of this church are just entering upon 
their second half-century. The whole sum raised 
during the year was £79,111 against £74,342 in 
the preceding year. The committee use all their 
influence in favor of the expenditure of the whole 
current offerings of the church on the work abroad, 
and discourage all accumulated funds; and the 
result thus far has justified this policy. The past 
year began with a balance of £414 in the treasury, 
and closed with a balance of £460 on hand. 
There are, however, a “ Duff Sustenation Fund for 
Native Preachers,” which now amounts to £4,316; 
an “Invalided Missionaries’ Fund,” of £16,000; 
a “ Missionaries’ Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund,” of 
£11,671; and “The Mission Building Fund,” of 
£6,500. The project of forming a Union Chris- 
tian College at Madras in connection with other 
missionary societies is strongly advocated, and it 
is hoped that it will soon be realized. It has been 
resolved to remove the Livingstonia station from 
the southern end of Lake Nyassa to a point on the 
western shore about midway of the lake; and a 
road ten feet wide is to be built to connect Lakes 
Nyassa and Tanganyika, a distance of 220 miles. 
The church has now in its mission fields 25 sta- 
tions and 104 branch-stations ; 36 ordained Euro- 
pean missionaries, 34 of whom are married; It 
native missionaries, 4 licensed native preachers, 9 
unordained medical missionaries, 18 male and 
female European teachers and 266 native, and 485 
other native helpers. There are 3,628 communi- 
cants, connected with 35 churches; and 410 adults 
admitted to the churches are reported for the year 
1880. 


CHURCH OF ENGLAND.—In the Foo-kien mis- 
sion are 1fo stations and out-stations; 100 paid 
and 100 unpaid Christian teachers; 1,251 commu- 
nicants, and 259 were baptized in 1880.—— The 
North Tinnevelly mission numbers about 5,000 
communicants, and is entirely under native man- 
agement. The total receipts of the Church 
Missionary Society for the year were £207,508, of 
which £3,007 is as a memorial of Henry Wright, 
late secretary of the Society. The total expendi- 
tures were £192,310 Is. 8d,

CHINA INLAND Misston.— Mr. Henry Soltau, 
well known to us for his kindness to our missiona- 
ries at Bhamo, has been making a tour into West- 
ern China, through the Yunnan and Se-Chuen prov- 
inces. He writes from Ch’ung-K’ing Fu Se-Chuen 
province, of the labors of the missionaries there. 
Mrs. Nicoll, the wife of one of the missionaries, is 
doing a good work among the Chinese women of 
that place, and is the only lady so engaged in all 
that province containing twenty-one million peo- 
ple. 


La Socrérf DE LA MIssIon INTE TEURF Evan- 
GELIQUE.— The ninth general assembly of this 
Society was held May 11 and 12 at Toulouse. 
Special attention was given to work for children 
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and primary schools; also to the employment of 
female evangelical laborers as far as reasonable 
and proper. The receipts of the Central Commit- 
tee of Nimes for the year ending March 31 were: 
Donations from France, 9,980 frs. 25 c.; from 
abroad, 8,527 frs. 65c.; from other sources, 368 frs. 
Total, 18,875 frs. 90 c. Expenditures, 16,331 frs. 
soc. The receipts of the Committee of Paris were 
19,068 frs.85 c. Expenditures, 14,895 frs. 95 c. 


RHEINISCHE MISSIONS GESELLSCHAFT. —In 
the Cape Colony Mission of this Society there are 
II stations and 3,667 communicants; 168 were 
baptized from among the heathen last year. —— 
In fifty years the Society has sent out 146 mis- 
sionaries to Africa, India, and China. 


CONDENSED MISSIONARY NEWS. 


GENERAL.—In concluding its very able and 
exhaustive review of the “ Progress of Foreign 
Missions in 1879-80,” “‘ The Missionary Review ” 
for July-August gives tabulated statistics of 
America’s foreign missionary work, from which 
we learn that the number of missionaries, male 
and female, sent into foreign lands is 1,829; or- 
dained native helpers, 1,090; unordained, 4,236; 
native communicants, 189,771 ; gain in communi- 
cants for the year, 16,949. The total foreign mis- 
sionary income was $2,976,731. 


Europr.— France. In the Department of the 
Vienne some earnest French Christians have 
formed a little French “Salvation Army.” They 
sing hymns, and Christian men and women speak 
with the greatest simplicity, and their labors are 
blessed in the salvation of souls. ——.The hall of 
the Salvation Army in Paris was closed, not on 


account of what they were doing, but because ‘ 


such large crowds of roughs gathered to make a 
disturbance that they could not be controlled by 
the police. The meetings have since been re- 
opened with precautions against a repetition of the 
disturbances. —— A new periodical called “ The 
Huguenot” has recently been started in Paris, 
devoted to Protestant interests. —— A significant 
sign of the power Protestantism is ‘gaining with 
the public is that it has been attacked in the 
public press by M. Zola, the writer of indecent 
novels. An evangelist and a strolling player 
were to have meetings at the same hour; but the 
player said to the crowds assembled to see him, 
“ My friends, there are some gentlemen here who 
are going to preach the word of God. I invite 
you to come with me to the lecture.” —— The 
work of the McAll mission in St. Etienne is very 


successful. /taly. A Protestant hospital has 
been opened in Rome. Greece. A part of the 
third article of the treaty between Turkey and 
Greece reads as follows : “The life, the property, 
the honor, the religion, and practices of those of 
the inhabitants of the provinces that shall be 
ceded to Greece, who shall remain under the 
Greek government, shall be preserved strictly 
and inviolable.” —— Austria. The Reformed and 
Lutheran churches, which enjoy a certain sort of 
recognition from the government, are to celebrate 
the centennial anniversary of the edict of tolera- 
tion in October, 1881. Protestants who do not 
belong to one of the recognized churches enjoy no 
toleration whatever. —— Russia. A correspond- 
ent of “The Bible Society Record” says that at 
the present moment, in the face of seemingly ad- 
verse circumstances, the amount of real Christian 
effort which is being put forth in Russia is most 
cheering and unprecedented. —~- 7urkey. The 
Scriptures are now translated into all the prin- 
cipal languages of the Turkish Empire, and a 
Christian literature can be presented to all who 
will read it. 


WESTERN ASIA.— Syria. About 80,000 acres 
of land between Jaffa and Jerusalem have been 
secured on which to form a colony for the per- 
secuted Jews of the Continent of Europe. — 
The recent shocks of earthquake and other dis- 
asters that have visited Smyrna and vicinity are 
turning the attention of the people to religion. —— 
Turkey. Robberies are becoming more frequent. 
Three missionaries have recently been robbed. 
One of them, Dr. Barnum, after the robbers had 
taken every thing that he had, so preached to them 
of righteousness and judgment, that they restored 
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the articles one by one till they had only five pias- 
tres (twenty-five cents), which they retained. —— 
The tendency in the Gregorian Church is now to 
receive and hold the teachings of the missionaries 
without leaving that church; and the church’ itself 
has compromised in doctrine and practice, and is 
gradually changing toward an evangelical position. 


InpIA.—A missionary has predicted, in view 
of the rapid increase in the population of British 
India, that that country will soon become incapa- 
ble of providing food for its inhabitants. —— 
Macaulay says that no Hindu who has received 
an English education ever remains sincerely at- 
tached to his religion. —— In the language of the 
Santals no name has been found for the Su- 
preme Being. There are seven missionary soci- 
eties working among this people. —— In the Bom- 
bay Presidency a new society has been started, 
called Satya Shodhak Mandali. The members do 
not believe in castes, and are said to be not strong- 
ly attached to Hinduism. ———In Calcutta a sect 
is springing up called Hari Shabhas, which is 
largely theistic in doctrine and worship. —— In 
India there appear to be six theological schools 
for training preachers, and three divinity classes 
connected with different colleges. —— The arrest 
of several high-caste ladies in Calcutta has pro- 
duced great excitement. Hitherto the zenana has 
shielded them from the operation of the law, but 
the fact that it will do so no longer is viewed 
with much disfavor by the Hindu community. —— 
Lucknow is fifth in rank of the cities of India, 
with a population of 261,485. On a recent Sun- 
day there were 1,150 children in the Sunday 
schools of the Methodist mission in that city, — 
150 Christians and 950 Hindus and Mohamme- 
dans. — Central Christian Advocate. —— According 
to the Indian Missionary Directory, the foreign 
missionaries in India have increased since 1871 
from 622 to 689, the native preachers from 225 
to 389, and communicants from 52,816 to 102,444. 


Cuina.—In 1879 about 6,000 tons of opium 
was imported into China from India; value more 
than £ 12,000,000. The National Bible Society 
of Scotland circulated 43,267 copies of Scriptures 
in China in 1880, besides large numbers of tracts. 
— It is said, that, in the work in North China, 
the largest number of converts have been gathered 
where the most faithful work has been done in the 
circulation of the Scriptures. —— It is said that 
the aversion of the Chinese to grant concessions 
of territory to foreigners, and to allow them to 
trade in the interior, is due largely to the distrust 
created by the opium-trade forced upon the coun- 
try by the English government. This is also the 
chief obstacle in the way of the success of 
missionary operations. —— Rev. G. W. Painter, 
in “The Missionary,” concludes that the disap- 
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pearance of the Christianity early introduced into | 
China is due to the efforts which the Nestorians 
made to accommodate their religious forms and 
terms to the religions of the country. —— The 
Chinese Religious Tract Society, in the second 
year after its organization, has issued 1,160,000 
pages. —— Chin-kiang, 180 miles from the mouth 
of the Yangtse, is the growing commercial city of 
China. —— It is said that smoking opium for four- 
teen days fixes the habit firmly. 


S1AM.— The cremation ceremonies of the late 
Queen of Siam and her daughter, who were 
drowned by the capsizing of a yacht some months 
ago, occurred in Bangkok, March 9-21. During the 
ceremonies Mrs. Dean distributed one hundred 
copies of the Gospel of John in Siamese to as 
many leading personages from different provinces. 


AFRICA. — Western. Intelligence has just been 
received by the English Baptist Society from its 
agents on the Congo River, Central Africa, to the 
effect that a Portuguese gunboat having several 
Jesuit priests on board, and accompanied by 
officers of the Portuguese army and a force of 
marines, having all the retinue of military and 
naval display, has entered the Congo, and arrived 
at San Salvador, with instructions (by papal bull) 
to harass and destroy the Protestants. The 
priests have bound themselves to remain five years. 
— Central. ‘Travellers report that the finest 
development of the African character is found in 
the interior, The native churches among the 
Bechuana, Hottentot, and Kafir races number about 
50,000. —— The prospects of the missionary opera- 
tions at Uganda are unchanged. —— The sever- 
ities practised at Blantyre were not by missionaries, 
but by lay colonists trying to enforce obedience to 
law. As a result of the establishment of a mission 
station there, the slave-trade in that section has 
been reduced from 30,000 victims yearly to a few 
score. Let the papers which were so ready to cry 
out against the “ barbarities ” calculate the balance 
of good and evil accomplished. —— General. In 
“The Foreign Missionary” Dr. David Irving gives 
revised statistics of missions in Arica, showing the 
following totals: missionaries, 577 ; native ordained 
helpers, 220; other native helpers, 5,390; com- 
municants, 164,935 ; pupils in schools, 96,885. 


IsLES OF THE SEA.—On Lifu Island in the 
South Sea there are 6,576 inhabitants, of whom 
5,636 are Protestants and 940 Roman Catholics. 
In the Protestant churches are 2,085 members. —— 
It is reported that several missionaries and their 
wives have been murdered by the natives of New 
Guinea. —— Chinese immigration to the Sandwich 
Islands has been very large the last six months, 
and there are now fully 13,000 Chinese on the 
Islands,
